FLOOD PANIC AT PEKIN. 


Drainage District 
Inhabitant* Fleeing 


tvlftli Stock to Higher Grottnc!. 


Pekin, March 25.—A panic has soi/ed 


the farmers in the drainage district and 
ihey aro making a wild fight for higher 
;round, driving their live stock before 
iheni and leaving their grain and chattels 
;o the mercy of the waters, which it is 
now feared no human agency can stay. 
The people who watch such matters are 
in dread of a repetition of the beartrend- 


scenes of five years ago when the dike 


broke and tbe drainage district just west 
of Pekin in Peorla county was swept by 
an angry flood. 


The river Is now two miles wide at this 


point, as it extends from the east bank 
here to the railroad tracks of the Toledo, 
Peoria & Western at the foot of the bluffs 
near Hollls. Although it is spread over 
such a wide territory the river is rising at 
the rate of over four inches In twenty- 
four hours. Tbe gauge shows It to be 12 
feet 1 inch above the low water mark. 
It 


waa only 11 inches higher when the dike 
broke five years ago. A gang of men 
was put to work Monday re-enforcing tbe 
dike where It was broke before, but tbe 
pressure la terrISc and tbe grade is gradu- 
ally wearing away. Water is sweeping 
through In many places. Tbe farmers are 
thoroughly frightened. Mr. Eortomed de- 
serted his home today and wltb his stock 
made for tbe hills. Mr. Freaks of this 
city, who has several thousand busbe's of 
corn in tbe bottom, is getting it out In 
boats. Many are advising the drainage 
people to let tbe water in tbe district re- 
main, so that there will be the same pres- 
sure on tbe Inside as on the outside and 
save the dike.

of ancient memories locked up in the saloon, evidently mortiSed that ho bad 
minds of the old inhabitants. Cham- engaged In conversation with a man who 
plou's harness shop Is the general club 
house for the town and tbe residents, 
young and old, gather in tbe little room 
tD snap stories and size up the oharce 
visitors who may drop into town. An In- 
teresting little story of war times was 
given tbe Republican reporter during his 
last visit and here It is: When that dash- 
ing cavalry leader, Qeneral Morgan, cut 
loose from the rebel lines and started on 
a raid northwest tba men about Mt. Zlon, 
tike others In the north were very much 
interested. 
There was no railroad or tele- 


graphic communication In those days with 
tbe village and the wildest and most ab- 
surd rumors found ready believers. Tbe 
rebel general for a time managed to slip 
by the opposing forces, and tbe Mt. Zion- 
itos were led to believe they might wake 
up some fine morning and find tbe enemy 
playing hlgb jinks with their herds and 
other possessions, to say nothing of the 
indignities said to be visited by the rebels 
on the defenseless citiznus in their line of 
march. 
One fine morning the people 


were disturbed by a horseman wlio came 
dashing into town from tbp country. He 
brought fearful news. The rebel array 
bad skipped over Indiana, bad entered 
Illinois and mounted on stolen horses 
were pushing with all speed for Decatur, 
which they proposed to burn and tben 
push on for Springfield. Horrible stories 
of burned homesteads, insulted women 
and murdered men were related by the 
messenger, who must have been a pmvwn 
of vivid imagination even for those days 
of large stories 
There was no backing 


down on the part of the few men of Mt. 
Zion. The bell on the old school house 
rang out tbe alarm, men grasped their 
shot guns and squirrel rifles, and within 
an hour fifty stalwart patriots under the 
leadership of John Scott were on their 
way to the city. The party made good 
time, but when it was found that the 
etory was a "fake" and no enemy within 
shooting distance the Mt. Zionites slipped 
around to Priest's mill where they stored 
their arms and tben put in some time 
vowing how warm they would make it 
for the man who had played Paul Revere 
with such marked sue ess. John' Scott, 
the leader, is now a respected and well to 
do resident of the village. For bin share 
in tbe forced murch to tha relief of Deca- 
tur be was dubbed general, and the title 
clinps to bis namo to this day. 


Springfield is building a $100,000 high 


school and the building is being erected 
ou ground belonging to tba city and 
which was once used as a cemetery. The 
last interment was made some forty years 
ago and it was supposed that the retrains 
of tbe dead bad all been removed to Oak 
Bidge yeais ago. A great many graves 
were overlooked and when the excavation 
began skeletons and parts of tbe human 
frames were brought to light. The labor- 
ers found a number of bones which were 
said to have been tbe remains of persona 
who diecl In Springfield during the chol- 
era epidemic some time In the early SU's.

Exiterlence of Some School 


Children tu Horthem Mlcbl«an. 
All <rf our boys and girls do not have 


tne opportunity to go every day to a 
comfortably warmed, well-lighted and 
beautifully decorated school house, like 
most of those in Chicago. 


Away up in northernMichigan, where 


much of the land is &till uncultivated, 
there stands a little low log building 
In the center of a clearing, where tie 
huge oak and rgaple stumps still stand 
to tell of the forest that once covered 
the land. 
This BuhooUiouse has a 


funny little door, hardly high enough 
to admit a tall man, and two or three 
bmall windows, the size of a single 
sash. 
The spaces between the logs 


ore plastered up with moss and uiud, 
and the gable ends are mode of boards 
covered with taj^paper, whicliscantsup 
the big room inside. A long, low stove,

The scholars belonff to t«vo fam- 


ilies—there are only three families in 
the whole district—ami two of them 
are compelled to walk nearly four miles 
to school ei ery morning.

ALL HAD TO GO TO JAIL. 


Prof. X eon Zanzlc and Mrs. Emma Nor- 


man Held to Answer for 


Conspiracy. 


Tba preliminary examination of Profes- 


sor Leon Zanzlc, tbe clairvoyant, and Mrs. 
Emma Norman, arrested on a charge of 
conspiracy to defrauu U. I. Pifer of Sulli- 
van out of at least $800, was terminated 
in Justice Hardy's court at about noon 
today. All of the evidence had been sub- 
mitted last evening at tho hour of ad- 
journment and this forenoon the time 
was taken up in submitting arguments to 
tbe CDurt. 
The attorneys for the defense, 


Redmon and Leforgee, attempted to show 
that tbere bad been no conspiracy to bring 
Pifer to Decatur, because it was plainly 
shown that he had arranged to meet Mrs. 
Nornian in Decatur, and further they held 
that tho note* wns no note at all because 
on its 
face it did not show that tbe 


amount stipulated, $800, was made pay- 
able to anybody. The line fur the name 
was blank. The prosecution bore heavily 
on the point that there was an under- 
standing between Zanzic, Lynch and the 
woman, and the fact that Pifer put up 
$30 and the note which he supposed to 
have been good paper was brought out by 
Attorney Mills. Allot tbe evidence was 
reviewed and at tbe conclusion of tbe 
talk, Justice Hardy stated that be consid- 
ered tbe evidence submitted sufficiently 
strong to warrant him in holding tbe 
accused to await tbe action of the June 
grand jury. Ball was fixed at $300 for 
the clairvoyant and the woman, and they 
were returned to tbe custody of Sheriff 
Nicholson. Lynch was not on trial. , He 
waived examination yesterday.

I'ilgrim society of Plymouth, and tbe 
New Kngland society of New York, back- 
ed up by the desires of tbe archbishop of 
Canterbury and tbe bishop of London, 
the Consistory Court of tbe Diocese of 
London assembled today In th« old chapel 
of M. Paul's cathedral In order to deter- 
mine tbe question of the restoration of tbe 
l»g of tbe Mayflower to the United States.
